In this editorial mention was also made of the fact that a bill 
had been introduced both in the United States Senate and House 
in December, 191 1, making such shipment illegal, Congressman 
Sheppard having introduced the meaaure in the House and Sena 
tor Kenyon in the Senate.

We are futher led to speak of the matter owing to the recent 
activity of the whiskey lobby at Frankfort, which, though exclud- 
ed from both Houses, took advantage of the mails in an attempt 
to influence the members of the House, a letter from the President 
of the Model License League, Mr. Gilmore, being found on the 
desk of each member as he took his seat on the morning of the day 
the County Unit Measure was to be taken up in the House. 

It is not our purpose to go into the specious argument of 
Mr. Gilmore, but his charge that the Anti-Saloon League would not 
favor prohibition if it prohibited seems to us to show conclusively, 
if any further proof were needed, the recklessness of the means 
used by the lobby. This letter also hypocritically pleads for an 
act "which shall make so-called dry territory really dry; that is, in- 
clude a clause providing a penalty for the purchase and posses 
sion of alcoholic beverages in dry territory, and prevent any resi- 
dent of any dry county from obtaining alcoholic beverages by mail 
or otherwise." 

Of course no one believes for a moment that the Model License 
League favors any such clause, but we ourselves would favor it 
and we are sure the Anti-Saloon League wants prohibition to pro- 
hibit and would favor such a clause. „ 

It is worthy of mention that at the very time Mr. Gilmore a 
letter was in the thought of the Legislature, a bill was introduced 
by a member opposed to the County Unit Measure, making it le- 
gal for Kentucky distillers to ship liquor into dry territory.

the gasoline engine for driving machin- 
ery and doing tho bulk of the heavy 
drudgery on the farm. 

That machine power rapidly la tak- 
ing the place of horse or mule power 
Is *bown by the fact that almost all 
the implements shown by manufactur- 
er* and wholesaler* at a Convention of 
Implement dealers In Kansas City- 
were equipped with attachments for 
operating them by engine po*<*r. 
That I* true particularly ot the heav- 
ier farm machinery, some of which 
now I* so ponderous that It scarcely 
could be moved by the number of 
horses that conveniently could be 
hitched to It. 

The point* that recommend the 
gasoline englno to the farmer are It* 
wide utility nnd the fact that It* 
diet of gasoline is less costly than 
tbe draught animal a diet of corn, oat* 
and hay. Since the farmer haa come 
to accept the engine as a farm Imple- 
ment and to understand Its operation, 
be ba* applied its power In many In 
perilous way* probably never dreamed

A WELCOME VOICE 

There has been so much of a derogatory Datura published aboot 
the Mountains of Kentucky, both in the press of the stole and in tho 
northern and eastern proas, that it is refreshing to find a voice any 
whsre raised in their defense. 

The Lexington Hersld, which itself seta a good example of fair- 
ness, copied editorially and commented favorably upoo the following 
paragraphs from the Elizabolhtowu Ntwa of which the Editor is Mr. 
Harry Son) mere: 

"For some time paat we have been carefully study- 
ing the newspaper reports of crime committed in Ken- 
tucky, and the trials of those indicted for the same. 
We have especially been comparing the record in these 
particulars of what ia known aa the Mountains of Ken- 
tucky with I/ouievllle, the Metropolis of the Stat.-, and 
I/exlnfrton, the leading elty of the Blue Uraas. These 
two cities probably represent the highest culturs and 
best educated places of the Commonwealth. In each 
of them erime is just as prevalent as a like population 
in either the Tenth or Eleventh Congressional Linnet . 
and the per cent of convlotions, in murder oases espec- 
ially, is larger than in Louisville or Lexington. 

"We have, of course, been unable to keep tab on all 
the cases In any of the sections, but barring the feuds 
in the mountains, which we now think is a matter of 
the past, life is as safe in the mountains of Kentucky 
aa it Is In either I/ouiaville or Lexington and probably 
much aafer. It is easier to fix a jury or to prevent just- 
Ice in our cities than in our mountain territory ami It 



Is more often done. It is time our metropolitan press 
should quit slandering our mountain people and sweep 
cleaner before their own doors. The establishment of 
churches and abolishment of the saloon ar« ehlefly re- 
sponsible for the Improved conditions in the mountains 
and If the Blind Tlffera could be put out of business the 
mountarhs would show still greater improvement in ths 
observance of the law. Whiskey from lawless dives is 
at the bottom of nearly every killing In that part of ths
